The total mintage is 
approximated at 1,500, many of the survivors are lower grade or 
impaired. Though scarce, GEMS are seen in auction a few times 
per year, and always bring strong prices when they do, especially 
when CAC approved.

A lightly dappled pale blue, olive, and rose gold tone blooms on both sides, 
highlighted by the subtle remnants of the original mint luster. The central devices are sharply struck up, with just some minor weakness at 
the peripheral details. Aside from a tiny tick or two, all we see in the fields is a number of mint made clash marks. 


Two die pairs were used in 1797, one with 16 obverse stars and the other with 13. While 25,261 dimes were delivered in 1797, these may 
have included 1796 dimes as well, as the dies were used until they were no longer serviceable. 


PCGS4, NGC 0, CAC 1. This pleasing coin has never sold in auction, nor has any AUSO graded. High grade circulated examples truly 
are very few and far between! While we note two CAC-approved XF45s that have sold (a PCGS in the weak 2016 FUN auction for 
$10,575 and an NGC coin in March 2015), no AUSS has sold since 2006 and the last PCGS AUS5 sold in 2005. The current PCGS Price 
Guide value is listed at $18,500 and the CAC CPG value is $15,700. We love the look of this coin, and its freshness and eye appeal will 
delight anyone looking for a high grade 1797 dime without paying for a Mint State piece.

The majority of the 1892-S mintage either disappeared into circulation where they would remain for many years, or if any quantity 
remained in government holdings were melted en masse in 1918 as part of the Pittman Act.

As the economy fell into a deep panic in 1893, dollar mintages dropped dramatically 
with earlier issues not being replaced in commercial channels. Attrition from circulation and wholesale melting in 1918 leaves just 117 
examples graded by PCGS and NGC combined between MS60 and MS68.
